The emperor’s family, par- 
venues like himself, strongly objected 
to the match, and the French nation 
was disappoiited that an unknown 
Spanish woman should come to reign 
over them, instead of some princess of 

a royal house. But they were 
ably surprised, 
by her beauty, her poise and her dignity 
charmed all who met her.’ Foreign 
representatives at the court fell under 
her spell and sent home most encourag- 
ing accounts of her. 

“Madé Paris Fashion Center. 


The reign of the new monarchs be- 
gan brilliantly and Paris regained its 
place as the center of fashion and 
gayety. Subsidies to the theater and 
the opera, the establishing of the expo- 
sitions as fixed events, together with 
an interminable series of balls and re- 
ceptions made the imperial court the 
most noted in Europe. It was then 
that Paris assumed to dictate the fash- 
ions for the world, a power she has 
ever since maintained. 

In alf these entertainments the em- 
press was the moving spirit, and it is 
said that it was she who induced the 
emperor to embark upon the plan of 
remodeling the city, cutting streets and 
boulevards through congested districts, 
modernizing the place, but often de- 
stroying buildings of great historic 
value and beauty. Rumor has it that 
she and Baron Haussmann, who con- 
ducted the work, reaped huge sums by 
real estate speculations thereby.

Welcomed by Queen Victoria. 


Taking refuge in England, as so 
many French royalists before and since 
have done, Eugenie was welcomed by 
Queen Victoria, who had for some 
years shown friendship for her and the 
emperor. After the latter’s release 
from the prison of Wilthelmshdhe ho 
joined her and lived there until his 
death at Chislehurst two years after. 

Subsequently she lived a life of great 
seclusion, devoting herself to acts of 
kindness. and charity. But fate was 
still upon her track. Her son, who had 
joined the British army, went to South 
Africa in the Zulu campaign, where 
he met a tragic end on June 1, 1879,

It is not what Mr. Cox thinks or says that binds 
the party.. It is what the platform says. With 
respect to its foreign relations the country is to 
decide in this election whether it is for the Repub- 
lican doctrine of American sovereignty and Ameri- 
can rights or for the Democratic doctrine of inter- | 
nationalism and American obligations. 

Mr. Cox is running as the candidaté of a party 
which declared for Wilson's covenant with a defi- 
nition of American obligations. Mr. Harding is 
running as the candidate of a party which declared 
for the preservation of every American national 
right. 

The Democratic party proposes the surrender of 
a part of American sovereignty to the league of 
nations, The Republican party insists upon the 
preservation of American sovereignty intact. That 
is the irreconcilable difference between the two 
parties with regard to international! affairs and it 
concerns the future of the United States. 

When Democrats try to evade this issue they are 
unsuccéssful. If nothing the Republicans insist 
upon is essential] to national security or if nothing 
they insist upon would materially change the 
American position in the league, then there was no 
excuse for refusal] to accept what Republican sena- 
tors proposed. If there were nothing essential 
involved we might have had pe . year ago. 

If something essential is invu...u it is an issue 
between the acceptance of an overiord and the re- 
tention of full sovereignty. publicans declarv 
for the retention, unimpaired, of national inde- 
pendence. The Democrats, attacking the Repub- 
lican party for this stand, must attack the principle 
for which the Republicans stand. 

Republicans say that there is an issue here be- 
tween the two parties. The Democrats make the 
issue and try to deny that it exists. Two parties 
cannot be in such violent opposition on a question 
and be in accord on it.

STREET CAR ZONES. 

People who use the street cars for short hauls, 
from three to four miles each day, sometimes think 
that if the city were zoned and if fares were 
related to distance traveled, adequate revenue 
could be provided for ‘the operation of the com- 
panies without injustice to the public. 

If no other consideration were involved than the 
one of money's worth, the price ought to be re- 
lated to the distance. A ten mile haul would be 
worth nmiore than a five mile haul. Zones would 
regulate fares and the passenger would pay for 
what he got. 

If “the general city good is taken into consid- 
eration the zoning system does not benefit. It is 
to the advantage of the city, and to all of its people, 
that as much use as possible be made of Chicago's 
geographical advantages. The fact that the city 
can spread out is one of its advantages. 

It is a good thing to encourage people to make 
their homes where there is available land and not 
to concentrate in regions close to the city’s hub. 
A citizen must make a sacrifice in time if he is 
to do this and if in addition he must make a sac- 
rifice in money the movement is discouraged. 

A flat fare for the city has this advantage, al- 
though from the viewpoint of the individual it 
would be equitable to charge him for the distance 
the street car carries him.

There was no lack of information in the hands 
of the French second bureau concerning the gen- 
uineness of the Austrian desire for peace. They 
produced a note dated the 16th of July from Baron 
Gunther, councilor at Vienna and a leading Aus- 
trian financier, who said that Austria would be 
prepared to come to terms with France on the 
following basis: The Austrian armies would re- 
main absolutely passive if France would agree to 
respect the unity of the dua] monarchy at the time 
when the final peace treaty was being trawn up. 


“An Honorable Retreat.” 


Gunther added that if the military forces of the 
entente could inflict defeat on the Austrian armies 
that would give the latter honorable retreat,” 
as a defection pure and simple was “ unfortunately 
impossible.” There also was a statement made by 
the Austrian prince, Coloredo Mansfield, to a friend 
in Geneva on July 5. 

“In Austria every one wants peace, with or with- 
out the Germans; and if the latter will not agree 
we'll have it despite them.”

Washington, D. C., July 11.—[Spe 
clal.J—If trade is resumed with Russia, 
it probably will have to be conducted 
through the cotperative societies in the 


‘ goviet nation. These societies, which 


have a membership of 20,600,000, fur- 
nish the only known medium for the 
vesumption of trade between the 
United States and the territory con- 
trolled by the Moscow government. 

Whether the soviet authorities are 
willing te have the cooperatives carry 
on trade with the United States and 
other nations which have not extended 
any form of political recognition to 
the Lenin and Trotzky régime remains 
to be disclosed. 

So far as the United States is con- 
cerned, all restrictiona on trade have 
been lifted except as to articles sus- 
ceptible of immediate use for war pur- 
poses. If Americans have anything 
they desire to ship to Russia, they are 
free to do so with this one limitation,
